The Growth and Prosperity sf 
Hartney. 


Hartney is situated on the Souris 
branch of the C. P. R. about 40 miles 
southwest of Brandon. The townsite is 
on the centre of section 16, tp. 25, range 
6, and is nicely located. It is but some 
fourteen months since Har'ney found its 
birth, and since then it has continued to 
prosper. It has not had what could be 
termed a boom, the curse to so many 
sinall prairie towns, but its growth lias 
been steady. Property can be bought at 
fair prices. The district of Hartney is, 
however, not as young as the town. » The 
late Winnipeg Industrial Exhibition has 
had the effect of bringing the Hartney 
district prominently to the front as a 
erain growing section, a reputation that 
was first established for it by the success 
of its enterprising inhabitant, James 
Hartney, after whom the locality and 
now the station have been 
Many years since the sample grown on 
his farm was purchased by the C. P. R. 
its experimental

company, for use on 
farms, and later his vrain has been 
sought after by many throughout the 
southwest portion of Manitoba, and this 
year the prizes with one exception were 
taken by grain grown from his seed. 
This alone spre aks volumes for the loc ality 
Mr. Joseph young has also been @ most 
successful farmer. He has the same seed 
as used by Mr. Hartney, and has always 
taken prizes for his wheat wherever 
shown. This year he took one first and 
two seconds for his wheat at the Winni- 
peg Industrial Fair, Farmers who wish 
to vet this seed may obtain it from Mr. 
Young or Mr. Hartney. The soil is not 
as heavy 4S In many parts of the pre 
vince, but its quality is unsurpassed, 1 
being easily worked, and for production 
the record shows some of the largest of 
yields. 

Water is abundant and easily obtained 
ata depth of from 12 to 20 feet and its 
quality is first class. Springs abound 
along the banks of the Souris river and 
in most of the coulees throughout the 
district. 

Ina somewhat extensive experience, 
having driven through most s ctions of 
Manitoba and examined carefully the 
lands both as to quality and extent of 
good agricultural land as well as to the 
general character of the inhabitants as. to 
thrift and care in looking after creature 
comforts, we found none superior to this 
none in which we would 
prefer to cast wer lor. Schools and 
churches abound and intemperance may 
be said to be unknown, and to this fact is 
certainly attributable the thrifiy and 
comfortable appearance of the homes as 
well as of the inhabitants. Of course one 
capnot find any country or section of 
country which is fortunate enough to 
have good farmers alone and unfortunate- 
ly there is some poor farming done here, 
the effect of which is visible; but we 
must say experience is teaching even the 
drones and they are improving; to them 
belong many of the poor farms and late 
crops seen in passing, and which unfor 
tunately. give an air of doubt as to the 
general character of the country, but it as 
not the fault of the country Those who 
have farmed well have been amply re- 
warded and instances are not wanting 
where poor but hard-working men have 
made for themselves a competency ino a 
very short time and those who, hke 
Messrs. Hartney, Young, Hall, C. W. 
Miller and many others whose names 
could be mentioned, are in circumstances 
that they could not have attained in a 
lifetime in the east. 

As a town Hartney is little over a year 
old and possesses 3 elevators, about 12 
stores of all kinds, is having a schoel 
built, has three Christian denominations, 
each either worshiping in its own church 
or about erecting one, and many resi- 
dences built as well as in course of  erec- 
thon. We know of no locality more likely 
to come to the front than this either as 
a farming community or as a business 
location.

Owes Sounp, Oct. 8.—The Canadian 
Pacific steamship Manitoba brought 
down from Port Arthur yesterday the 
first consignment of new wheat to arrive 
this season.

Nymphe was found. 
Returning they visited the villages in 
Alaska, went to Massett, Queen Char 
lotte Island, Fort Simpson, Metlakahtla 
ind Skeena River.
